understanding with” the 
water works 
that the city should sink tho wells we can 
not comprehend. 
“ Who is to b ear the 
expense of creating these wells is Dot 
stated, b ut strongly hinted at b y 
T he 


T e l e gr ap h 
,” says the Sun. 
Not a per­ 
son in Dixon outside of the Sun office 
could have so carelessly lead our editor­ 
ial. Every b ody else knew that we meant 
that the water company should b ore its 
own wells. 
In speaking of the necessity 
of the artesian wells we said: 
“ If the 
Water company had taken the advice of 
T he T e l e gr apii when constructing its 
works the several thousand dollars that it 
must now expend to rectify its b lunders 
would have b een saved.’

George Gould, upon being shown the above 
statem ent, said: “I prefer to consult H er­ 
bert E. Dickson, of Dillon & Bwayne, before 
saying anything. 
But you can show this to 
Mr. Dickson, and I will be ti:er.: directly.”

Dickson's office, where the report r was, and 
began a consultation with the lawyer.

Gen. Bwayne, counsel for the "Western 
Union, followed Dr. Green, and addressed 
himself exe usively to the Anderson bill, 
ff 
the bill m eant to do anything, he said, it 
m eant to strike down a certain system of ex­ 
isting contracts. 
The committee m ust con­ 
sider two jsmits; First, whether it wished to 
give legislative assistance to the invalidating 
of contracts; and, second, if they did so, 
w hether the desired result would follow. 
Justice Miller hail enjoined certain of the 
railroads from acting other than as their con­ 
tracts with the W estern Union demanded as 
regards the acceptance of the business of other 
companies. 
If this bill became law 'the road 
m ust accept other business and disobey the 
injunction of t he supreme court.

W as h in g t o n City , March 2 9 .—The re­ 
mains o f the late Chief Justice Waite were re­ 
mo v ed fro m the family residence o n I street, 
between Fo urteenth and Fifteenth, to the cap­ 
íto l at 11:30 o ’clo ck Wednesday mo rning. 
They were acco mpanied by his relativ es, 
the asso ciate justices and their families, the 
o fficiating clergy men, sev en in number; o f­ 
ficers o f the supreme co urt, representativ e# 
o f different bo dies o f which the deceased was 
a member, and numero us friends. There 
w ere no serv ices at the house and the arrange­ 
ments were o f the simplest and quietest 
character. 
The co rtege pro ceeded to the 
capíto l by way o f Fo urteenth street and Penn­ 
sy lv ania av enue. 
As early a# 11 o ’clo ck the galleries o f the 
ho use wo re cro wded with spectato rs anx io us 
to o bserv o the funeral serv ices o v er the re­ 
mains o f the late chief justice and to do ho no r 
to the memo ry o f the deceased.

the ho use Ix ire ev ery ev idence o f mo urning.

Over th em is slipped a noost*, and 
th e feet are th en firmly tied down. Th e 
lion at once begins to roar and tlnash h is 
tail and h ind legs about th e cage. 
After 
a time h e quiets down and th e keeiicr en­ 
ters th e den. With a dexterous move­ 
ment th e bag ie drawn over th e lion’s 
h ead. Th e keeper sometimes liestridea 
liis back and h olds h is seat by tigh tening 
h is legs ar<nmd th e body and grasping 
th e mane of tlie animal. 
In th e h eatl 
covering is usually a sponge, siiturated 
with alK)ut eigh t ouncesof cldoroform. 
Th e lion will try to sh ako off th e keep« ‘r, 
but is i>ow« *r!ess wdien h is forii paws are 
tied down. 
In a moment or two th e 
l)c*ast becomes unconscious. 
Oth er train- 
<’rs th en enter th e den. Great attention 
and care are ex» 'rcised over th e puL» ati<ms 
of th e lion’s h eart. Th e pulse is fell 
under th e lower jaw th e same as in a 
h orse. 
It is dangerous to eth erize or 
ch loroform an animal of th e cat species 
too severely, and th e instant th e pulsa­ 
tions become at all f^ble th e dose h as to 
be ligh tened. 
When th e keeper beoomei satisfied 
th at the animal is unconscious, th ey be- 
p n q;ieration8 on 
his teeth , ^ le can­ 
ines,, bicuspids and iqciiors.areeut off. It 


requires great dexterity to know tiow far 
in th e crown to cut with out laying th e 
nerve bare. After th e operations on th e 
teeth are finMied, th e keeper clip th e 
claws, and in a few moments th e lion is 
bereft of h is teeth and claws. 
A h eavy 
collar and ch ain are fastened around h is 
neck, and wh en h e comes to conscious­ 
ness h e is a very different beast th an 
before. 
Th e keepers will enter th e cage at 
sh ort intervals after tliis, and, sh ould th e 
lion attempt to spring, th e ch ain retards 
h im, and th e keeper at once administers 
a sh arp rap with a rawh ide wh ip. Th e 
lion deprived 
of h is teeth and claws soon 
becomes cowardly. He is kept well fed, 
and, if too ferocious, is drugged until h e 
becomes used to h is keeper’s presence in 
th e cage. 
Tigers are more difficult to conquer. 
Th eir teeth and claws are cut off in a 
similar manner to th ose of th e lion. 
Ti^ra are more treach erous, and wall 
spring al a keeper unexpectedly and 
with out any warning wh atevtT. 
Th ey 
are drugged and !.• pt ch ained for a long 
time and often flogged into submission. 
Leopards and panth ers are easily 
tamed. 
With th e wolf and th e h yena 
th e keepers fear only th e teeth . 
Th ey 
are “dog footed,” and do not strike like 
a cat animal. 
Th eir toeth are cut and a 
good club will do th e rest. 
Th e operation upon th e long tusks of 
th e b.aboon is so painful and apparently 
80 inh uman as to call for a h umane so­ 
ciety’s interference. 
Th e keepers will 
secure a baboon’s paws and le ^ and 
draw th e creaturo dò se up to th e Imrs of 
h is cage. 
Th e h ead will be tied also. 
After h e is made fast h is long tusks are 
sawed off. 
Th e baboon is eubject to 
tootach e and h is teeth cxtiemely sensi­ 
tive. 
Wh en th e saw cuts th rough th o 
nerve th e poor beast will utter th e most 
piercing sh rieks and h owls. 
To allay th o 
pain, tooth ach e drops of oil of cloves, oil 
of cajuput and ch loroform are poured in 
th e teeth and far rubbed on to keep out 
tlie air. 
After th e operation is over, th e keeper 
retreats, th e fastenings are removed and 
th e baboon allowcnl to recover. 
After 
such an ojicration 
the Ixiboon seldom 
sho ws a <lis|X)£ Ìtio n to attack a man. 
It 
is, therefo re, no t so woudt rful, after all, 
that th e man eaters and all sorts 
o f car­ 
niv o ro us animals are paraded 
thro ug h 
th e streets vvitli kefqxTB among t’lem.

Th ese deleterious ingredients mix­ 
ing with th e rain, fog and dew act like 
diluted sulph uric acid on th e surfaces of 
statues, monuments, etc., be th ey of 
stone or bronze. 
Worse th an all th ese, h owever, is Uie 
ef f ect 
of tlie snow, wh ich absorbs th ose 
acirki to a remarkable degree.

fallen snow in Munich , for instance, con­ 
tained seven to eigh t milligrammes of

proportion xvas noticeable at Forstenried, 
alxHit eig|it kilometers from th e city.
